The oxplosion which sank the Man Kwong ferry

Diesel: Trawlers 
Show Need For - 
Modernising Fleet 


The need for modernising. ing Kong's fishing 
fleet was proved further by tho arrival yestor- 
day morning of two Dictdl- -propolled trawlors 
which had travelled 100 miles through rough 


scas for 24 hours. 


Formosan-built fishing vessels brought in 100 
pene of fish at a time when the colony was 

ecoming short. Bad weather during the 
past few days prevented fishing junks leaving 


harbour. 


The 100 piculs of fish were 
caught during two days of 
trawling in waters (between 


|} 60 to 100 futhoms) about 100 


miles south-west of Hong 
. Kong. Because of the typhoon 
threat) the trawlers” hurried 
back to the colony after a five- 
day hunt. 

This was the first deep-sea 
fehing | venture in southern 
waters. The mannger of the Yoo 
Chutn Fishery Company of 
Shansthal, Mr. Tsao Tsl, told the 
“Sunday Herald” that the trip 
“was very successful, We will 
inuke more trips to the’ south 
later.” 


Astonishing Varicties 


The different varicties of fish 
brought in yesterday astonished 


locnl fish dealers who* could: not | 


classify the catch. This was due 
fo the fact that the species 
brought in thrive only in deep 
waters, Normally, local fisher- 
men trawl in waters of between 
30 tu 40 fathoms. They seldom 
Ho beyoynd the*40-fathom Aish- 
ing, grounds, 

The new species will be studied 
by the Fisheries Department to 
be classified, 

A unique catch of the first 
deepsea” fishing venture’ was-a 
yard-long mult)-coloured lobster. 
It welghed five cattles, and was 
the only one of its kind Jn the 
100-picul haul. 

The two trawlers, which had 
been previously fishing, off thu 
coast of Shantung. and Kiangsu, 
were sent here as on experiment. 
If It proves successful, two sister 
Arawlers would Join them goon, 

To.cover expenses

In the two days’ trawling, the 
vessels ‘caught 100 piculs.

When ‘the gates were open- 
ed for the third day's play in 
the fourth Test cricket match, 
the waiting crowd had‘ grown 
to 20,000 and’ soon afterwards, 
every seat, except some which 
were reserved, was occupied 
‘and a few thousand spectators 
were seated on the grass 
boundary. 

It wos confidently anticlpated 
that a new record of 40.000 pco- 
ple would sea today’s play, 10,900 
more than on each of the first two 
days.. ‘ 

Half an hour before play wos 
due to start, the skics hod cleared 
and as Bradman walked out to 
mpect the pitch the sun was 
shining and there were indications 
of ‘a fino day. In spite of earlier 
rajn,.the pitch showed no sign of 
mojature. 

Vhere were more than 30,000 
preeent.when Bradman received 
fhe first ball of the day, from 
bedser on the newly cut’ pitch. 
He took two from the second de- 
Uvery—a no ball from Bedser but 
the fifth rose from 9 good length 
and struck him in the stomach.
